Faculty to vote on new contract

A three-percent salary increase for all fac- 
ulty is the main feature in a new tentative 
agreement reached between striking faculty 
and California State University officials 
Monday. 

The CSU and California Faculty 
Association announced the new agreement 
that includes an across-the-board salary 
increase for all faculty, guaranteed due process 
rights in merit pay appeals and first-time con- 
tracts for over 3,000 lecturers in the CSU sys- 


tem. 

If approved, all faculty will receive an 
automatic raise of 3 percent, retroactive to 
September 1, 1998. The old agreement, 
reached on January 26, had a general salary 
increase retroactive to October 1, 1998. 

Other changes from the original agreement 
reached in January include the return of 
scheduled salary increases for faculty based 
on a review by their department, and a contin- 
uation of special raises based on merit. 

The Faculty Merit Increase Program will 
be based not on “outstanding performance’’ as 
outlined in the previous agreement, but rather 


on “demonstrated performance commensurate 
with rank, work experience, and years of serv- 
i¢e.” 

Furthermore, faculty merit increases will 
include a clearly defined process system and 
appeals program for the first time. 

The original agreement had been presented 
to the entire CFA membership on March 17. 
Not only was that agreement rejected, but 
soon after that the CFA approved a sys- 
temwide faculty strike. 

Representatives from the CFA met with 
Chancellor Reed and the CSU bargaining 
team for over 10 hours both days last weekend 
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in order to discuss a revised contract agree- 


ment. 


Last Monday, Chancellor Reed requested 
that all campuses delay the process of faculty 
merit pay for the remainder of the week. 
David Wagner, dean of Faculty and Staff 
Affairs, acknowledged that request with an e- 
mail to all faculty requesting that “the depart- 
ment level faculty merit review process ... halt 
at this time.” 

A final draft of the contract legislation was 
completed by Wednesday and was presented

Senate to 
review 
finals week

The Faculty Senate is. consider- 
ing a policy requiring all students to 
attend class during final exam 
week. 

Current policy requires that a 
final exam be administered during 
finals week. The new policy would 
have classes meet for instructional 
purposes during the period desig- 
nated for the final exam even if no 
final is given during that time. 
Although any exceptions must be 
stated on the course syllabus and 
require approval by the college 
dean, the policy is not enforced. 

“In writing and journalism class- 
es a portfolio is turned in and there 
is no need for a final,” said Joan 
Bauerly, professor of English. “It’s 
total nonsense to require one in 
those classes. 

“There is no earthly reason why 
students and faculty should have to 
attend classes during finals week, 
especially if previous arrangements 
for an early final examination were 
agreed upon between the students 
and their instructors,” said Bauerly. 

Some professors noted that the 
last week of classes has been desig- 
nated a “dead week” in which tests, 
quizzes and other academic assign- 
ments may be scheduled only if 
they were specified on the course 
syllabus at the beginning of the 
semester. 

“Tf students have to attend class- 
es on finals week, faculty should 
not introduce new materials during 
dead week, so students will be able 
to use that time to study for their 
exams the following week,’ said 
Henry Chambers, professor of his- 
tory. “Teachers need 15 weeks to 
teach, not 14 weeks. We need to 
clarify the meaning of dead week.” 

Members of the Senate also want 
to remove or re-word the clause 
stating that faculty members must 
get the approval of the dean of their 
departments for any exceptions 
regarding their final examination 
dates. Due to a time constraint, 
members of the Senate voted to put 
the resolution on hold until the next 
meeting, so that further discussion 
on the issue could take place. 

In addition to the resolution to 
replace the policy regarding manda- 
tory attendance during finals week, 
Heather Tejada, the Associated 
Students Inc. student representative, 
made two recommendations to the 
Senate. 

One of the recommendations 
asks the Senate to support a “dead

ASI approves $4 million budget 


Student fees generate money for ASI programs

Associated Students Inc. passed a 
$4 million budget on Wednesday 
after debating whether to include 
$22,000 for seven CSUS students to 
travel to Ghana. 

The board debated for over an 
hour over the request for funds from 
the Youth Peace in Ghana project, 
which had originally asked for 
$64,820 from ASI to send students 
to help with relief efforts in that 
country. 

The ASI Finance and Budget 
Committee had allocated the 
$22,000 in the 1999/2000 budget 
that was presented to the board. 

Jeremy Brickner, director of 
undeclared students, spoke out 
against funding for the Ghana proj- 


ect, saying it was “financially irre- 
sponsible.” 

Brickner attempted to make an 
amendment that would roll over the 
$22,000 to the Dollars for 


Organizations and Clubs and 
Student Education and Leadership 
programs, which give out grant 


money to students for these types of 
projects. 

Kim Shaw, vice president of uni- 
versity affairs, led the support for the 
Youth Peace in Ghana project. 


“Students should be involved in 
this,” said Shaw. 
The board eventually passed an 


amended version of the budget that 
added the $22,000 from Youth 
Peace in Ghana to only the SEL por- 
tion of the DOC/SEL program. 

Other programs that received less 
funding than they had requested 
from ASI included KSSU, the cam- 
pus radio station (1580 AM), which 
had asked for $65,967 and was allo- 
cated $49,000. 

Community Service areas of the 
budget like Administration received 
$3,690 more than the $19,310 they 
had requested. The Board allocated 
a total of $23,000 to this area. 

The Youth Mentoring program, 
which hadn’t even filed a formal 
request for money, received $5,000 


from ASI but is not listed as an ASI 


program.

Fifth complaint filed 


ASI candidate charged with misrepresentation

An election complaint has been 
filed against Derek Minnema in the 
wake of ASI elections on April 20 and 
ZA 

It is the fifth such complaint filed 
with Student A ffairs this semester. 

Michael O’Neal filed the com- 
plaint against Minnema, who was one 
of his three opponents in the race for 
director of engineering and computer 
science. 

Minnema won the race. 

In his complaint, O’Neal alleges 
that Minnema “unfairly aided and 
misrepresented himself as a member 
of the “We’ll Do It 2000’ slate.” 

O’Neal claims that Minnema was 
not actually a member of the slate 
because he had failed to pay his slate 
dues, yet he continued to hand out 
palm cards that used the “We’ll Do It 
2000” logo during the campaign. 

The “We'll Do It 2000” logo also 
appeared next to Minnema’s name on 
the voting ballots. 

“{t was a blatant and subversive act 
which unfairly aided him and ulti- 


Six members of the CSU board of trustees and 20

The Election Complaint 
Committee heard O’ Neal’s complaint 
on May 4. 


The committee is allowed five 
business days after the hearing to state 
its decision. 

Four previous complaints had been 
filed, two of them on April 7 and the 
other two the morning after elections. 

The initial complaints were filed by 
Jeremy Brickner, the new postbac- 
calaureate director, alleging that two 
other candidates had failed to file 
interim spending reports on time, and 
Greg Darusmont, who was running 
for director of arts and letters, accusing 
Lane Kasselman of not being qualified 
to run in the school of arts and letters. 

The committee dismissed both 
complaints. 

Joann I. Sprogis, a CSUS student, 
filed the fourth complaint. 

Sprogis felt that the raffle spon- 
sored by ASI to get people to vote was | 
a “dishonest use of student money.” 
The ECC has dismissed that one as 
well. 

A decision on O’Neal’s complaint 
is expected by today.

1999/2000 budget were the program of design, re- 
entry services and school psychology seminar 
series. 

In other business, Sean South, postbaccalaure- 
ate director, withdrew legislation that called for 
ASI to discontinue its financial contract with the 
CSUS Athletics Department. 

South said he withdrew the agenda item 
because “the administration has convinced board 
members that a withdrawal of the contract will 
harm the athletics program.” 

The board passed legislation to request a dis- 
claimer in the school catalog next to Reserve 
Officers Training Corps classes warning students 
about government policies regarding homosexual 





behavior in the military. 

Also passed was legislation authored by Paul 
Hegyi, director of engineering and computer sci- 
ence, in a 7-3 vote asking the Faculty Senate to 
consider an academic dead hour on Mondays and 
Wednesdays from noon to 1 p.m. No classes would 
be scheduled during this time to allow students to 
participate in on-campus events and meetings. 

Devin Cook, vice president of finance, spoke in 
support of a dead hour. 

“T think that this would do wonders for campus 
life,” Cook said. 

The dead hour resolution will be forwarded to 
the Faculty Senate. 

Wednesday’ meeting was the last one this year 
for the Board. ASI directors will continue to hold 
their regularly scheduled office hours until the last 
week of classes.

Send out the clowns 





Adding to your vocabulary 


I’ve got a new phrase to add to your vocabulary: 
adult-child sex. You and I and most other folks know it 
as child sexual abuse. But the three authors of a recent 


article published in the American Psychological 


Association’s prestigious Psychological Bulletin argue 
that we need to do away with “judgmental” terms like 
“child-abuse,” “molestation,” and “victims,” and use . 
neutral, value-free terms like ‘“‘adult-child sex” instead. 
According to those three guys, we should not talk 
about “the severity of abuse” but rather “the level of 


sexual intimacy.” Kind of sickening, huh? 


It gets better. The article suggests that sex between 
adults and children is not all that harmful and might 
even be positive for “willing” children. Never mind the 


fact that the study’s methodology 
was, in the words of one reviewer, 
“the equivalent of asking women 
who had been raped ten years ago 
how they feel today. Then, if most 
say they are fine, concluding that 
rape is not harmful, in fact it might 
be beneficial.” It’s as if all the 
research about the trauma caused by 
adults having sex with children, all 
the testimony, all the tears, all the 
rage, never existed.Amazingly, it 
ignores the personal intrusion, injury 
to the integrity of the child as a per- 
son, and the deeply held values in 
our society about equality and self- 
determination. The study also fails to 
adequately explore the difference 


between sex and love, the child’s perception of adult 
authority, confusion about sexual identity/norms, coer- 


cion, and self-esteem. 


While the APA maintains that pedophilia is “a men- 
tal disorder, extremely harmful to children, is illegal 
and should stay illegal,” printing the study under the 
title of the APA’s premiere publication grants it unin- 
tended and unwarranted credibility. And this can be 


taken as part of a slippery slope toward the APA 


removing pedophilia from its list of mental disorders. 
Yet the larger and more profound issue at hand is

the social engineering that is being pushed by an 
extreme and vocal minority, represented by those three 
authors and groups like the North American Man/Boy 
Love Association (NAMBLA). In this case, social 
engineering is being carried out by re-defining the 
terms of the situation - terms like “pedophilia” and 
“molestation.” I am reminded of George Orwell’s 
1984: “It was intended that when Newspeak had been 
adopted once and for all and Oldspeak forgotten, a 
heretical thought... should be literally unthinkable, at 
least so far as thought is dependent on words.” In cre- 
ating a new language of value-less, meaning-neutral 
words, the thoughts that are behind them lose their dis- 
tinction, and concepts and perceptions are all equally 
valid and invalid, true and false, 
meaningful and meaningless. Put 
another way, once concepts and 
truths are re-defined with value-free 
words, they lose their intrinsic sig- 
nificance, and are just as relevant or 
irrelevant as the next statement. 
Erase the moral meaning behind a 
human thought in a person’s mind 
and you are left with an insignifi- 
cant, irrelevant opinion. 

Manipulation of definitions to re- 
draw public perception and debate is 
dishonest and perverse. What’s even 
worse is the article’s conclusion that 
behavior psychotherapists commonly 
call “abuse” may only constitute a 
violation of social norms, as if social 
norms were arbitrary, meaningless, and random. 
Hogwash! Social standards of rightness and wrongness 
(moral-social norms) evolved out of time-tested obser- 
vations of harmfulness (psychological damage) to the 
person and society. There are certain fallacies, like the 
notion that a nine-year-old child can make an informed 
consent to sex, that run counter to the reality we know. 
And the reality of causes and consequences we see 
played out in our world every day shows that good and 
bad and right and wrong are real things, and are not 
morally equivalent positions. Just ask a child.

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| ASI to review contract with Athletics

get, it’s biggest finan- 
cial contributor is tak- 
ing a second look. 


The student government of Sac State, Associated Students Inc., 


(ASD passed a motion that will allow them to look at the con-. 


tract they have with the Hornet athletic department. Each year, 
ASI, with money generated through student fees, gives the ath- 
letic department more than $2 million. 

Sean South, current postbaccalaureate director and Vice Pres- 
ident of Student A ffairs-elect, brought two pieces of legislation 
to the final ASI board meeting of the semester. The first piece, 
asking that the board vote to eliminate the contract, failed. The 
second, asking to possibly re-negotiate the athletics contract, 
passed. South said this will'’be one of the pressing issues for the 

incoming board members. 

“Basically the students voted for this contract,” South said. “I 
just want to make sure the money is being spent properly. It’s my 
job to make sure they are, so our program can be successful.” 


BACKGROUND: 


During the 1995 spring semester elections, CSUS students 
were asked to vote on a fee increase that would go towards the 
athletic department, spirit leaders and the recreation and intramural 
program. While 62.2 percent (2,643 voters) of the students vot- 
ed to increase fees, another ballot item asked how much the 
fees should be increased. The students voted yes (1,377 yes-votes) 
to the higher amount of increased fees, and athletics was set to 
get its money the following fall semester. 

The increase in student fees was going to be an incremental 
one, with $15 per student, per semester going to athletics in 
1995-96, $25 in 1996-97, $35 in 1997-98 and topping out at $45 
in 1998-99. An additional $2.25 was going to be added to the 
amount each time, with that money going to (as written on the 
ballot) intramural/club sports and spirit leaders. 

The contract said the athletic department, in return for the mon- 
ey that makes up half of its total operating budget, would have 
to (A) allocate a portion of the funds to promote campus life ac- 
tivities; (B) to provide free admission to the students, with the ex-

funds provided by ASI to support student athlete grants-in-aid, 
improvement of athletic facilities, marketing and promotion of 
events, and operating expenses of men’s and women’s intercol- 
legiate sports; (D) organize ways to increase student awareness 
of university’s intercollegiate activities, enhance capital region 
support, coordinate plans through ASI; (E) to make progress 
towards gender equity as stated in the CAL-NOW decision by 
1998; (F) to achieve six-year graduation rates that are similar to 
the rates of non-athletes; (G) provide a minimum of three vot- 
ing student members of the Athletic Advisory board; finally (H) 
to provide a report on all of the above issues to the Athletic Ad- 
visory board as well as the ASI board. 


One of the main concerns by ASI is the progress the Hornet 
athletic department has made since the 1995 contract was created. 
Geoff Sakala, ASI president-elect, said the contract needs to be 
in place in order to help the program become successful, but me 
need to follow the contract terms. 

“The contract specifies some requirements,” Sakala seaet 
“Athletics needs to be developing in certain areas, such as grad- 
uation rates, which is a concern of mine. They need to be im- 
proving in several areas, and they need to report that information 
in a timely manner to the ASI board.” 

Debby Colberg, who was hired to replace Judith Davidson as 
the athletic director in February, now has to deal with an ASI board 
dissatisfied with the relationship between the students and ath- 
letics. 

“My philosophy is that when we have a contract with the stu- 
dents, we need to honor it,’ Colberg said. “We need to work close- 
ly with students, and I am eager to do that.” 

The athletics operating budget for the 1998-99 competitive 
year of $4,771,854, included $2,225,000 from ASI, meaning 
the university gives less to the athletic department than the stu- 
dent population. 

CSUS president Donald Gerth said he will try to help the ath-

Head coach John Volek had sever- 
al goals in mind for the first-ever Col- 
lege Bowl, and all of them were met. 

“We came into this scrimmage 
wanting to give back to the communi- 
ty for all their support,” he said. “We 
also wanted to get the students more in- 
volved in the football program and to 
show everyone what was in store for 
next year.” 

The College Bowl raised $5,000 for 
the local Boys and Girls Club.

Mornet track looks to Athletics for help

Track prhisins to administration: 
“Show me the money!” 

The Sac State athletic department is- 
n’t listening, as it is not giving all avail- 
able scholarships. 

“It’s like going into war with one arm 
tied behind your back and nd weapons,” 
head track coach Joe Neff said. 

As a school increases the number of 
scholarships it is willing to give, it will at- 
tract better athletes and the athletic pro- 
gram will benefit accordingly. However, 


_if the school is unwilling to spend the 


money on premier athletes, the program 
will suffer. 

__ The Sac State track team is currently 
ranked last in the Big Sky Conference in 
scholarships given for both the men’s 
and women’s teams. The NCAA allows 
schools to give 12.6 track scholarships for 
men and 18 for women. Sac State cur- 


rently gives 3.5 men’s scholarships and 
12.8 for the women. 

During this-year’s indoor season, the 
men’s and women’s teams finished 
eighth and seventh respectively in the 
conference, which comprises nine teams. 
The outcome of the season raises an im- 
portant question: Is a team ranked last in 


scholarships awarded putting itself in the’ 


best position to succeed? 

“It certainly is a place to look at when 
you see where the team places,” Neff 
said. 

Neff compares the situation to a giant 
puzzle, and considers scholarships and 
staff to be the biggest pieces. 

“There are many pieces going into 
the final picture,” Neff said. “If any part 
is missing, the picture isn’t what you 
want it to be.” 

Neff is the only full-time track and 
field coach. His assistant, Marcus Jones, 
is only part-time and the remaining 
coaches are all volunteers. 

“The coaches deal with the situation,” 
Jones said. “We know we’re understaffed

_and underpaid. We’re here for the kids 


and for the love of our sport. If we don’t 
do what we do, the sport will die.” 
The question that remains is, will 
track and field be given the funding it 
needs in order to survive? 
The athletic department does know 
the problem exists and hopes to remedy 


it soon. 

“It’s been frustrating,” senior associ- 
ate director of Athletics Irene Shea said. 
“We want to do something but we can’t.” 

The athletic department has been un- 
able to help because for the past four 
years the scholarships have been issued 
to fulfill requirements for entering the 
Big Sky Conference and a court decree 
from the National Organization of 
Women. 

In order to join the Big Sky, the ath- 
letic department had to issue 63 schol- 
arships for football within four years. 
Since there were only 10 being given 
before joining the conference, 53 male 
scholarships had to be given to football. 

There were also three requirements 
that the athletic department had to meet 
from a court decree from NOW. By the 
fall of 1999, 50 percent of Sac State ath- 
letes had to be women, 50 percent of 
scholarships had to be offered to women 
and 50 percent of total expenditures had 
to be spent on women. 

“We've done a real good job of meet- 


| ing the requirements of the Big Sky and 


the court decree,” Shea said. ‘The un- 
fortunate part is that our men’s programs 
have suffered because of it.” 

The men’s track team offers 27 per- 
cent of the scholarships that the NCAA 
allows, while offering 71 percent for 
women. 

“There are some women who are get- 
ting full rides, but the standards are high,” 
Neff said. “I can’t apply those standards 
to the men.

Their season finale is this 
weekend, the Pacific Coast Rowing 
Championships. 

“We’re doing something amazing 
right now,” head coach Sam Sweitzer 
said of the club. “It’ S a lot of fun to be a 
part of.” 

With their May 1 victory over Davis, 
they finished the dual meet season un- 
defeated. The only losses have been 
against Pac-10 teams, Cal and Stanford.

The previous week, Stanford fell vic- 
tim to Sac State for the first time in Hor- 
net history. The Cardinal’s sanctioned 
(varsity sport) team lost to the Homets in 
the varsity eight and varsity four events. 

“Stanford had beat us the week before 
by eight seconds,” Sweitzer said. “We 
beat them at Redwood Shores (their 
home lake) and that gave the rowers a lot 
of confidence.” 

The California Collegiate Rowing 
Championships were on April 17. In 
their heat race, the Hornets broke the 
school record for varsity eight times, 
piercing the under-six-minute mark with 
a time of 5:59.3. The previous record 
was 6:04.00. A third-place finish behind 
Cal and Stanford placed the Homets 
among the elite. 

“Our varsity eight has unbelievable 
company” Sweitzer said. 

It was the San Diego Crew Classic on 
March 27-28 that started it all. The Hor- 
nets surprisingly took first place of 18 
teams, beating Cal’s third-team varsity 
eight for the win. 


Don't expect them to stop there, be- 
cause they haven’t before. 

“It's gonna be hard to catch the guys 
right now,” rower Phil Morrow said.

Surprisingly, 11:11 has found 
much of its success plying in front of 
crowds that he labels as “hippie 
rock” orientated, and the end result 
has been rather fruitful. 

“We try to mix a good variety of 
influences that will cross over all 
genres,’ Wisgirda said. 

With the likes of Sun Ra, Or- 
nette Coleman, John Coltrane, Phish 
and George Clinton being the major 
influences of the band, there really 
shouldn’t be a need to worry. 

11:11 has added many of these 
elements into their jazz experiment 
to make a sound that is challenging 
to the avid jazz afficionado yet en- 
joyable to the music commoner. 

Wisgirda has found that many 
people who come to one of their 
shows may be reluctant at first, but 
eventually get into the music. 

Starting in 1997, the group began 
as a trio with bass drums and trum- 
pet. Slowly, Wisgirda has filtered in 
various weapons to add to the arse- 
nal, all of whom have made a con- 
tributed effort. Guys like Mark Oi of 
Free Association, Rick Zamora of 
Arbess Williams’ band, and Ben 
Morsss of the Pilgrims fame, have all 
been ingredients in the jazz stew 
known as 11:11. 

Wisgirda does double duty along 
with Hoops and Smith in the very 
popular funky soul groove band 
West Coast Rhythm Section, while 
Berger has split time with legendary 
sax man John Tchicai, and Johnson 
had shared his efforts with the now 
defunct BUB sextet. 

The point is, all of these guys 
have paid their dues and the divi- 
dends are beginning to show. 

With a CD rumored to be re- 
leased this summer and a tour in 
support of the release, 11:11 has ma- 
jor ambitions. 

Still, Wigirda maintains the right 
philosophy about the future of 11:11. 

““We want our music to grow, but 
we don’t want to lose our musical 
integrity.” 

Chances are, the group will con- 
tinue to ripen on the musical vine. 
The question is, will the rest of 
Sacramento choose to pick from its 
harvest? 

11:11 will play at Marilyn’s on 
May 28, before taking some time 
off to finish its anticipated CD re- 
lease.

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The Stinger Girlz dance team, which pumps up the 
crowd at sporting events, is now celebrating a recent vic- 
tory off the sports field.

Stuve said that she had someone 
from Ontario, Canada, fly in just to try 
out for the team. Sonia Villasefior, a sen- 
ior dance major who has been captain of 
the team for the past year, said that she hopes 
more members will strengthen this year’s 
team. 

“There was a good turnout [for tryout clin- 
ics] but a lot of people get intimidated and the 
group starts to dwindle.” 

_ In the past, the number of dancers was 
limited to 15, but this year, Stuve said anyone 
who scores above a certain percentage with 
the judges will be accepted. 

Although being a part of the team de- 
mands dance skills, only two of the past year’s 
team members were dance majors.

Another hurdle for the Stinger 
Girlz is money, and their desire to 
receive the same privileges as ath- 
letes. “They consider us part of 
athletics, but none of us get schol- 
arships and priority registration,” 
said Villasefior. 

The team does receive some 
funding from ASI as part of the 
athletics program, but the Girlz 
still end up paying some costs 
out of their own pockets. Stuve 
said the ASI funding is used to 
pay their coaches, fund the sum- 
mer training camp, and for uni- 
forms. The team also raises funds 
through car washes, candy sales, 
dance clinics for junior high girls, 
and public performances, such as 


a considerable amount of their expens- 
es'themselves: Villasefior estimated that 
in the past year, she has parted with $1,500 
of her own cash, as captain of the team. Stuve 
said that the other dancers have also spent sev- 
eral hundred dollars. 

Weighing the good and bad, hard work does 


have gone on to become Sacramento Kings cheer- 
leaders. 

“A few girls have been ranked by cheerleading 
dance team instructional companies as top dancers na- 
tionwide,” Stuve said. This past March, the Girlz placed 
among the top 10 for the United Spirit Association, a na- 
tional competition. Their recent honor in Dance Spirit 
magazine has prompted a uniform company to sponsor 
them, so the Girlz will receive free sweatsuits and practice 
attire. This is the same company that sponsors the Char- 
lotte Hornets and Chicago Bulls dance teams. 

“T think it’s great because other people — not just 
from Sacramento — can see what we’re about. That looks 
good not just for the dance team but for Sac State,” Vil- 
lasefior said.
